Panel Views Free Academy

Faculty responsibility for the 
academic freedom of students 
was the topic of a panel discus- 
sion sponsored by the SSC 
chapter of the AAUP on March 
31. George Hortin, president 
of Forum, represented the stu- 
dents viewpoints; Murray S. 
Work, assistant professor of 
psychology, represented’ the 
faculty and Donald W. Bailey, 
dean of students, defended 
college policies. 

The discussion involved the 
Statement on the Academic 
Freedom of Students, issued in 
almost its final form in the 
December, 1965, edition of the 
Bulletin of the American As- 
sociation of University Profes- 
sors. The AAUP had been 
studying the topic since 1960, 
when it appointed a standing 


committee headed by Dr. Phil- 
lip Monypenny, professor of 
political science at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, for the pur- 
pose of the study. 

Stanley P. Hughart, profes- 
sor of mathematics, opened the 
meeting and praised the free- 
doms at SSC. “I do not know

where these freedoms came 
from on this campus, but they 
are here,” he said. 

Hortin said that he came in 
representation of the Commit- 
tee for Student Recognition, 
created to back Mrs. Molly Ir- 
win in her plea against the 
English department for tenure. 
As such, he asserted, Mrs. Ir- 
win's case demonstrated that 
students at SSC do not have 
any right to participate in de- 
cisions in regard to their con- 
ditions of learning. 


Hortin criticized the State- 
ment for its generality. A spe- 
cial attack was accorded the 
statement, “Students should 
endeavor to exercise their free- 
dom with maturity and re- 
sponsibility.” Also he criti- 
cized the Statement’s lack of 
commitment in regard to the 
“protection against improper 
academic evaluation,” position 
of the student press in the col- 
lege community and the un- 
certainty of the term “com- 
munity of scholars.” 

“There are so many general- 
izations, so few commitments 
to specific propositions a 
Hortin said. 

“IT am uneasy with the con- 
cept of academic freedom 
There are very many policies 
in colleges and _ universities

Offers Defense 


Editor of the Hornet 

In recent issues of the Horn- 
et, a barrage of lettc rs has ap- 
peared from irate students pro- 
“esting the denial of tenure to 
Mrs. Molly Irwin. The letter 
from Mr. Surryhne of San 
Francisco State College, which 
appeared in the March 18 is- 
sue, is typical of those letters, 
both in its unwarranted as- 
sumptions and its condemna- 
tion 

Mr. Surrynne asumes much. 


passed in its name,” the second 
panelist, Work, said. He gave 
as an example of such policies 
the case of North Carolina, 
where first by a decision of 
the state legislature against 
communist speakers in state 
educational institutions and 
later by a university policy 
about the educational value of 
speakers, the “community of 
scholars” was deprived of cer- 
tain ideas. 


“It is not sufficient to es- 
tablish academic freedom, it is 
necessary to define it closer,” 
he said. However, he consid- 
ered the AAUP statement as a 
“good first approach,” in spite 
of not being specific enough 
and of not defining such con- 
cepts as “improper,” “proper” 
and “arbitrary.” 

Work also criticized that the 
document because it does not 
refer to infringements on stu- 
dents’ freedom by other stu- 
dents, such as student goveri.- 
ment 

Bailey said he at.ended a 
conference last summer where 
several members of the com- 
mittee who helped create the 
Statement were present and 
the Staternent was discussed. 

According to Bailey, the 
vagueness of the document is 
due to the respect of the com- 


A-cording to him, the inter- 
departmental policies of the 
venued English faculty, those 
“careerists, organization men, 
system servers who are pri- 
marily interested in promoting 
and maintaining a system.. 
which leaves secondary the 
fundamental concern in edu- 
cation,” couple with “their 
fear and intolerance of dif- 
ference within their ranks” is 
the reason for the denial. 

I think Mr. Surryhne shoulda 
pause and consider the situa- 
tion witn less passion and a 
modicum of reason. The Eng- 
li:h faculty does reaiize that 
second-rate instructors exist. 
They are aware of the unfav- 
orable comparison made be- 
tween the university professor 
and the state college professor. 
With a budget much lower 
than the university, they must 
be careful to determine a real- 
istically higa standard instruc- 
tors should meet and try to 
maintain it. 

The only criteria the tenur- 
ed members have by which to 
evaluate a teacher are cb- 
jective. They do not attend 
classes; they must find a cor- 
relative to teaching. Three ob- 
vious correlatives exist: (1) 
tne intensified research en- 
gendered by the doctoral dis- 
sertation; (2) the continuing 
study and research necessary 
to maintain an active mind 
and continue learning, research 
which can be assumed only 
when evidence exists, such as 
articles in scholarly journals 
or other published works; (3) 
the interrelation of a teacher 
with his department. Commit- 
tees exist within the depart- 
ment for a purpose. They are 
established for the unification 
of the department with the 
understanding that the depart- 
ment must be the best possi- 
ble. An enthusiastic teacher 
should, rather than insisting 
the situation is incorrigible, de- 
vote time and effort to encour- 
age members to start worth- 
while programs and attempt 
to insure better teachers and 
classes. Mr. Surryhne infers 
that none of the _ professors 
care about teaching or en- 
deavor to improve the existing 
educational system. Systems, 
though they be condemned for 
standardization, are the only 
hope tnat a high standard can 
be secured and maintained. A 
Superior teacher is not the one 
who bulks the system, but the 
one who endeavors to improve 


mittee for the local autonomy 
of the near 4,000 institutions 
of higher learning in the Unit- 
ed States. Due to the ideolog- 


ical makeup of most institu- 
tions the Statement will be a 
rather radical document for 
most of them, he said. 

He stressed several policies 
of SSC which comply with the 
principles expressed in the 
Statement. However, he also 
said that the state colleges have 
a statement written by the 
Board of Trustees, similar to 
North Carolina, 
about the educational value of

Individuality does not have 
to be denied in contribution to 
a department 

Mrs. Irwin has not and does 
not’ intend to complete her 
doctorate. She has not dis- 
tinguished herself in print. She 
has at least insinuated the 
committees of the Euglish fa- 
culty are worthless. 

Students insist the final 
evaluation of a teacher must 
come from the students. But in 
a subjective situation such as 
teaching ,should it? If a teach- 
er is heralded as excellent 
does this mean he is sharing 
his deeper knowledge with 
students or perhaps only nurs- 
ing battered souls? Snouldn’t 
the decision to major in Eng- 
lish be based in the realization 
of the value, meaning and 
beauty of literature, rather 
tean on one teacher. 

Thus, it would appear that 
the decision of the tenured 
members is just. If personal 
reasons were involved, they 
are more than balanced by ob- 
jective reasons. I am not at- 
tacking Mrs. Irwin: She is a 
fine instructor. I am, rather, 
defending the department and 
its qualifications for tenure 
It is disappointng that Mrs 
Irwin does not meet the re- 
quirements.

The functions of the ASSSC 
can, I believe, ve divided into 
three segments: first, new, in- 
novative programs, second, 
conUnuing “traditional pro- 
grams, and, third, administra 
tive or housekeeping cor 
cerns 

Insofar as the new pro 
grams are concerned, having 
launched them this year, we 
must now take the experience 
which we have gained and 
apply it in such a manner @ 
to make the programs strong 
useful, and vieble in the years 
to come. In the area of aca- 
demic affairs, the curriculum 
evaluation, now having once 





been tried, must be constantly 
improved and made more ac- 
curate; moreover, student gov- 
ernment must concern itself 
with providing meaningful 
media for the expression of 
student opinion in maters of 
faculty personnel. In com- 
munity affairs, the governing 
board of the ASSSC must pro- 
vide direction anf concern for 
the programs which this area 
is developing. The student 
government must also promote 
programs which are now ab- 
sent: for example, it should 
explore the possibility of spon- 
soring a program of academic 
lecturers in residence. It also 
should concern itself with the 
establishment of campus-wide 
faculty seats, for scholars who 
do not necessarily fit within 
any particular departmental 
pigeonhole. 

The needs of the student 
government's continuing pro- 
grams are great. Many stu- 
dents have observed that the 
campus newspaper can use 
considerable improvement. Un- 
fortunately, the newspaper is 
only one obvious symptom; 
many of the continuing pro- 
grams are desperately in need 
of the sympathetic concern of 
the highest leve's of student 
government — indeed, they 
must have this concern if they 
are to survive as us@ful en- 
tities on this campus. Not 
least among these is the for- 
eign student program 

Because the _ intellectual 
stimulation gained from cul- 
tural programs f# one of the 
most important services stu- 
dent government can provide, 
every reasonable effort must 
be devoted to their develop- 
ment. 

The “housekeeping” func- 
tions of the student govern- 
ment are in need of consid- 
erable improvement They 
waste time and energy, and 
often fail to fulfill their in- 
tended purpose (note the con- 
fusion over the College Union 
Committee election and the 
length of time it takes to ob- 
tain recognition for clubs and 


organizations). A sweeping re- 
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organization and similar rem- 
edies are necessary in order 
to ameloriate these difficul- 
ties 

Most important of all, how- 
ever, the student government 
must not be an indolent one, 
indifferent to the needs of 
those whom it seeks to gov- 
ern. Today's problem: cannot 
wait for tomorrow's (or next 
year’s) answers 

My experiences in student 
government (for those who are 
edified by such enumerations) 
are, in junior college: member 
of the student council, presi- 
dent of the honor society, del- 
egate to the inter-club coun- 
cil, delegate to the Model UN, 
editor and associate editor of 
the campus newspaper; at SSC 
twice delegate to the Model 
UN, member of the ad hoc 
committee to draft statutes for 
the ASSSC judiciary, BOD 
Statutes committee (1963), co- 
ordinator of world affairs, 
member of the board of pub- 
lications, member of the board 
of justice, member of Blue 
Key. (In addition, I have been 
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selected to be editor of sum- 
mer 1966 Hornet.)
